Town meeting warrant 


has 32 


The warrant for the annual 
town meeting in Wilmington has 
been prepared and typed. This 
year the thing to do, to measure 
the size of the warrant is to weigh 
it 

‘There are only 32 articles, but 
oné of them is the new set of 
Revised By-Laws. It takes up 
more than half of the warrant. 

Every 10 years the revised by- 
laws are revised, and this is the 
year, A committee of six has been 
spending Thursday evenings in 
the Town Hall, weighing the 
meaning of the words, clauses, 
prepositions and sentences. 

The revised by-laws will un- 
doubtedly be a part of the town 
meeting, but the revised wetlands 
by-law is not included. The 
committee did not get time to give 
it the study it believed necessary 
That by-law will have to be 
discussed and voted on by a 
future town meeting. 

Notable in the warrant are 
seven articles, beginning with 
article 15, which seeks to have 
the town sell land to the Berkshire 
Builders. That firm is.the one 
which has the contract to erect 
elderly housing in Wilmington. A 
special town meeting 15 months 
ago objected to other provisions, 
having to do with family housing 
as laid out by HUD, the federal 
agency. As a result there were 
changes in the planning of 
housing, and these articles are an 
effort to get the town back on the 
track of getting housing for the 
elderly by erecting 10 dwellings 
for low and moderate income 
housing for family dwelling. 

The lots of land are located in 
various parts of the town, and 
none are contingent. Berkshire 
Builders will pay the town for the 
land, and then build the housing 
At the same time the firm 
proposes to erect elderly housing

Another article in the warrant 
seeks to change the definition of 
elderly person to someone over 62 
years of age. The present 
definition is 65. The 62 year limit 
is so the town will conform to 
HUD definitions 

There are three articles, 
toward the end of the warrant, in 
which the water commissioners 
seek to purchase land for the 
water department. They seek to 
purchase the old cranberry bog 
off Shawsheen Avenue and the 
reservoir upstream. . 

The articles are confusing, in 
that two articles describe the 
same land, twice. One includes 
more than the other, Those two 
articles are for land in or near the 
cranberry bog. 

The articles were originally 
written for a town meeting back 
about 1966, but then withdrawn by 
the commissioners before the 
vote, Now they bid to be on the 
town meeting floor for action. 

‘The election, which is the first 
part of the warrant, is to be on 
April 17, with the polls open from 
10 a.m. to 8 p.m, The town 
meeting will be held in the high 
school gymnasium on Sat., April 
24 beginning at 1:30 p.m.

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Split island gas 
stations approved 


by Elaine DePasquale 

Split island gas stations that 
offer both full and self service 
were given the green light of 
approval by a 3 to 2 vote of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Monday night. 

The action came during the 
continuation of a public hearing 
begun two weeks ago on a 
proposal that would have ef- 
fectively banned all types of self 
service stations by granting 
flammable storage permits to 
only those stations where only 
station employees pump gasoline. 

The compromise measure was 
offered by Selectman Rocco 
DePasquale after a motion by 
Selectman Robert Cain that 
would have prohibited customers 
from pumping their own gas was 
defeated, also 3 to 2 


DePasquale's motion specified 
that_stations would not be 
allowed to provide a self service 
island unless at least one island 
was also attended by a station 
employee and that air, water and 
motor oil must also be available 
“free or for sale."’ Included in the 
motion was a provision requiring 
all islands to have the same fire 
protection systems that are 
mandated by law for self serve 
islands, 

Unhappy with the measure was 
Attorney Joseph Courtney who 
represents Gibbs Oil and the 
Tulsa Station on Main Street. 

‘You are imposing regulations 
retroactively,” he said. "You are 
doubling the injustice of this 
proposal by punishing those who, 
within existing regulations, made 
a substantial investment.” 


Selectmen want civilian dispatchers 


by Elaine DePasquale 

A plan to hire at least four 
civilian dispatchers to man fire 
station telephones, freeing up 
firefighters for active duty is 
being considered by Wilmington 
Fire Chief Daniel Wandell and 
‘Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

Wandell presented his plan to 
the selectmen Monday night, who 
gave it their collective nod of 
approval pending the ironing out 
of differences.of opinion regar- 
ding shift scheduling. 

Wandell told the board the 
move could save the town ap- 
proximately $21,000 a year 
without sacrificing professional 
firefighting coverage for the 
town. No firefighters would be 
replaced, he said. It would merely 
mean he would not have to hire 
four $16,500 a year firefighters 
from a civil service list of 199 
names, comprised chiefly of laid- 
off Boston firefighters. 

Instead, he said, the suggested 


salary for a dispatcher would be 
approximately $10,700 yearly, a 
savings of more than $5,000 per 
man. 

“I asked a young man from 
Boston ‘If you took this job, what 
would you do if a job opened up in 
Boston’,’’"Wandell told the board. 
“He said he would go right back 
to Boston ... that they all would.” 

According to Wandell, each 
time a new firefighter is put on it 
costs the town nearly $2,000 for 
EMT training and protective 
uniforms, a waste if the new 
firefighter soon leaves the 
department, 

Stapezynski stressed to the 
board that the plan did not mean 
hiring additional employees, only 
filling positions already 
budgeted. 

Selectman Michael Caira ap- 
planded the move as creative 
thinking. 

“The presence of the Boston list 
has helped us to manage better,” 


he said. However, he questioned 
the impact the plan would have on 
collective bargaining. 

Wandell said he had already 
talked with the president of the 
local firefighters union and did 
not anticipate any problem. 

Wandell also stipulated he 
wanted the dispatcher jobs for 
Wilmington ‘residents only and 
that their duties would include 
bookkeeping and clerical chores 
in addition to dispatching 

The only area of disagreement 
between Wandell and the board 


came over the issue of 
scheduling. 

Wandell favors scheduling 
dispatchers the same way 


firefighters are scheduled, on a 42 
hour week that includes two days 
and two nights. Board member 
said they believed they could cut 
down on overtime by scheduling 
the dispatchers on eight hour 
shifts, 40 hours a week 


Candidatés invited for: discussion 


Town Manager. Buzz Stape- 
zynski is inviting candidates for 
election as selectmen to his office 
Thursday evening for a 
discussion about Question 1, in the 
ballot for the April 17 election. 
‘The question is one of two to be 
voted on, in that election. 

While only selectmen can- 
didates have been invited, can- 
didates for other offices are 
welcome, he says, and are free to 
attend. The meeting begins at 6 


p.m 

Question 1 asks that the voters 
exempt from the provisions of 
Proposition 242 the money needed 
to pay for the bond for the 
Wilmington sewer. That bond will 
shortly become due, and is for the 
sum of $2.9 million. It will be paid 
for in annual payments of about 
$470,000. 

The cost of the sewer is about 
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100 Gallons Minimum - CASH ONLY -50 Gallons Delivery Available 
Oil Delivery - 24 Hour Service - Burner Service 
Nights - Holidays - Weekends 
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$12 million. Of this the federal 
government is 75 percent, and the 
state government 10 percent. The 
remaining 15 percent is to be paid 
by Wilmington, and, with interest 
and other charges amounts to 
$470,000 a year. 

The town budget was cut 
severely a year ago, because of 
Prop 2'2. Some employees hadsto 
be released. Stapezynski says 
that he does not want to have to 
release more. 

Voting in favor of the exemp- 
tion (Yes on Question 1) will 
prevent this, he says. It will mean 
the saving of jobs for police, 
teachers, firemen and others 
employed by the town. 

The Wilmington sewer system 
will earn income and will become 
more so, as the years pass, and 
more homes and more business 
establishments become a part of 
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the system. 

Homes and industries which 
face streets served by sewers 
have to pay a “betterment tax’ 
for that installation. If those 
homes and industries are served 
by that sewer there is also a 
payment, based on the amount of 
water used. 

But, in the beginning, the costs 
are greater than the income. That 
means that the taxpayer as such 
will have to pay a part of the bond 
costs, unless the town votes 
otherwise. 

Qustion 1, Stapezynski say: 
not for a “general exemption 
the provisions of Proposition 242, 
but for a special case, involving 
the sewer, The penalty for not 
voting in favor of Question 1 will 
be increased costs to the town, 
and will result in the release of 
more town employees.

Courtney was referring to the 
Tulsa station's recent conversion 
to total self service after a 
request for a zoning variance that 
was at first denied and then 
granted by the board of appeals. 

Also dissatisfied was Selectman 
Michael Caira, along with Cain a 
vocal and unwavering opponent 
of self service stations. 

“I am not convinced we can 
make self service safe,” he said. 

Caira also questioned whether 
self service would actually lower 
prices consistently. “When self 
service prices go down it is five or 
six cents at a whack and just 
before or after a hearing,” he 
commented, Also, said Caira, one 
station in particular engaged in 

liberate deception” to luring 
customers by posting only self 
service prices and not full service 
prices 

DePasquale, who admitted he 
had formerly been opposed to self 
service stations, said he had 
changed his mind. 

“There is room for split island 
facilities. We shouldn't encourage 
people to take their business out 
‘of town,” he said. 

According to Robert Doucette, 
owner of the North Wilmington 
Shell Station, his business has 
tripled since he installed a self 
service island. 

A proposed amendment to 
DePasquale’s motion offered by 
Cain would have required station 
owners to provide full service at 
self service prices to handicapped 
and, elderly persons. The 
amendment was withdrawn for 
lack of a second 

“In any business you can offer 
discounts to handicapped or 
elderly persons but this should be 
up to the individual business, not 
mandatory,”’ protested Shell Oil 
Territory Manager Jack Grant. 

According to Chairman John 
Imbimbo a plan is in the works to 
formulate a by-law, to be voted on 
at a future special town meeting, 
which would regulate hours of 
operation, safety devices and 
other items for both full serve and 
split island stations

During the past few weeks the 
Town Crier has been writing of 
Mary Louise Buzzell. It has found 
that it is impossible to write of the 
lady without readers calling to 
‘tell of her husband, Dr. Danie! T. 
Buzzell 

There is the Tewkstury lady for 

instance who lived as a child on 
+South Street near Bridge Street. 
Dr. Buzzell was the family 
physician and was in attendance 
during every childbirth. She can 
recall the flu epidemic of 1916-17, 
and seeing the sleigh parked on 
‘the snow crust outside her 
‘parents’ home with patient Jerry, 
‘the horse, awaiting his return 

She recalls too when she was ill 
‘in 1921 and how Dr. Buzzell would 
Stay all day on occasion, to care 
for her and sometimes all night 
She is still fondly grateful.

Gypsy moth season approaches 


According to the state there will 
be a heavy infestation of gypsy 
moths again in 1982. According to 
some entomologists the in- 
festation will be lighter because 
of diseases which attack the in- 
sects in cycles over a period of 
years 

Possibly no one can accurately 
predict. There are, it is certain, 
many egg clusters of the gypsy 
moths in the woodlands. 

A few people have done 
something about it. Frank Tuttle 
of Carson Avenue, North 
Wilmington has gone around his 
neighborhood and scraped off the 
egg clusters by hand. Frank is 
careful to catch every egg 
because those which fall to the 
ground will hatch and become 
caterpillars in the spring. He 
burns every egg. 

The publisher of the Town Crier 
has tried a different system. He 
has been painting egg clusters 
with a cresote combination 
purchased in a Wilmington 
hardware store. The creosote 


kills the eggs very effectively. 

Painting the egg clusters that 
are high in the trees is a difficult 
task. Climbing up in the tree and 
scraping those clusters off is 
probably more difficult. Frank 
Tuttle should be asked to testify 
on that point 

The art of painting means, of 
course, paint brushes. The writer 
used two, one for a direct ap- 
plication and the other on the end 
of an eight foot pole to reach up in 
the trees. The eight foot pole type 
of painting, while not painful, 
resulted in a lot of creosote 
dropping on the clothes of the 
painter. 

In other words the lesson is that 
the painter should wear old 
clothes 

For egg clusters way up in the 
trees the eight foot pole was in- 
sufficient, The painter was unable 
to reach them. 

Tommy Sullivan, tree warden 
of Wilmington has a 30 foot 
bamboo pole which he used for 


painting egg clusters back before 
the days of World War H. With it 
he could reach way up in the oak 
and pine trees and paint out the 
egg clusters 

Borrowing it should have been 
easy, but others too had the same 
idea ‘after a picture of Tommy 
and the old bamboo pole was 
published. The writer got onto the 
waiting list and finally the pole 
was available 

It wasn't quite as good as it 
seemed. That pole, 30 feet long, 
wiggled and waggled when up in 
the air. Hitting a small nest of 
eggs with the creosote brush 
proved to be quite a task. 

About two acres of woodland 
around the writer's home has 
been painted out with creosote, 
but that big long bamboo pole is to 
be returned to Tommy Sullivan. 

Let a younger person, more 
sure of himself attempt to paint 
out those clusters high up in the 
trees. The writer will confine 
himself to the lower clusters

Last month John Elia of Ski 
Haus gave two pair of ski bind- 
ings to a man who has no feet 
What might seem like an attempt 
at sick humor is not. Paul DiBello 
took those bindings to Switzerland 
to the World Disabled Ski 
Championships. Over the 
weekend, he returned home with 
four gold medals, a world 
champion 

Paul's story is a remarkable 
one, and one of the best parts is of 
the people like John who have 
helped him along the way. 

Paul lost his feet to frostbite, 
after being caught in-a sudden 
storm while climbing the face of 
Maine's Mt. Katahdin in January 
1974. His recovery period was 
difficult, with nine months in the 
hospital, and_ re-hospitalization 
His adjustment to life as an 
amputee was more difficult. At 
first, Paul would not venture out 
With friends to help him along, he 
eventually accepted his situation 
and built a new lite for himself. 
He opened the Saco River Garage 
in Conway, N.H., and returned to 
the ski slopes. Before long, he was 
racing 

DiBello became involved with 
the New England Handicapped 
Sportsmen's Association. In 
January 1981 he won a gold medal 
at the Eastern Handicap Ski 
Championships at Hunter 
Mountain, N.Y., and qualified for 
the national championships. 
Paul, though, knew that he lacked 
the money it would cost him to 
participate in the nationals. But 
his friends got together and 
raised the money for Paul to go to 
Colorado. He qualified for the 
National Handicap Ski Team 
Again, he needed money. Again, 
his friends pitched in. 

Organizing his trip and lining 
up sponsors has taken a large 
part of Paul's time, leaving his 
assistant in charge of business at 
the garage. As the world 
championships approached, Paul 
had nearly everything together. 
but he needed some really good 
ski bindings. At six-foot-two and 
185 pounds and at his level of 
competition, Paul knew what he 
needed — Tyrolia 360R bindings, 
expensive ones 


DiBello asked some of his 
friends if anyone could get the 
bindings for him. One of them 
knew John Elia, and maybe John 
would donate. John was happy to 
be sending equipment into world 
competition, but later admitted 
that he never imagined he would 
be backing a winner. 

Paul won all three events in 
Switzerland, the downhill, giant 
slalom and slalom races, and was 
awarded a fourth gold medal for 
sweeping his class. In all, the U.S. 
team won 34 medals, 17 of them 
gold, taking the World Cup 

Paul skied so well that the 
coach of the French team was 
ready to put up money for a 
challenge. ‘‘No can do! No can 
do! He has feet!’ he said. But he 
was told not to waste his money 
Doctors had examined Paul prior 
to the competition, confirming 
that he was a bilateral amputee 

Saturday was Paul DiBello Day 
in the state of New Hampshire, by 
proclamation of the governor. 
Hundreds of people met the bus as 
Paul returned home to Conway 
There was a parade with the high 
school band, fire engines, 
Clydesdale horses, and Paul's 
1952 GMC pickup, carrying some 
of his friends and a lot of beer. 
The weekend in Conway was one 
of celebrations and parties. 

Paul is enjoying his status as a 
world champion skier, but he 
intends to put his position to good 
use, promoting sports and 
recreation programs for the 
handicapped. In addition to 
training for competition, he spent 
‘the winter teaching a triple 
amputee to ski. Last summer, he 
organized a Saco River canoe trip 
for handicapped people 

He has proven that a handicap 
cannot stop a determined person, 
and he wants to carry this 
message to others 

Two other New England skiers 
also won medals. Diana Golden of 
Lincoln won a gold and a silver 
medal, and Mike Murphy of 
Vermont won a bronze. 

Heartbreaking, though, was the 
case of Cale Kenney, a native of 
Revere. On the final day of 
training camp, she fell, seriously 
injuring her knee. As the team 
left for Switzerland, she was 
coming out of surgery

Sullivan hopes to have the 
varsity baseball team on it's 
Hazel Field by today (March 24) 
As of Monday, both the junior 
varsity and the varsity - squads 
were taking something less than 
true hops off the TMHS parking 
lot asphalt. 

The school maintenance 
manpower as been stretched to its 
limit, with Sullivan in a March 22

That leads right into another 
potential scheduling problem 
Sullivan right now is facing the 
possibility of fielding a girls’ 
varsity soccer team next season. 
A petition has been circulated 
around town, and the idea of such 
a team appears to be very 
popular. With so many youth 
soccer teams flourishing, such a 
plan was bound to come up. 

Now, I'm the first guy to defend 
soccer as a program. TMHS 
varsity soccer coach Steve Levine 
fueled this fire years ago, and the 
results have been super, both on 
the varsity and the youth level 

My only problem is, just where 
is a girls’ varsity club going to 
play its home games ? The junior 
high field can barely take the 
beating of one team, the high 
school track oval was utilized by 
both the field hockey and soccer 
squads last fall, and the new 
fields adjacent to the high school 
at this time have no definite 
deadline 

‘And, what do you do when you 
add a sport in these times of 
budget cutting and trimming ? 
You drop a sport. Which sport 
bites the dust ? Is it fair to lop off 
a tradition laden sport such as 
field hockey that has dropped off 
in popularity over recent years ? 
Sullivan, at least at this time, has 
doubts about such a move. 

If it sounds as if I'm supplying a 
batch of questions with no an- 
swers, well that's just what I'm 
doing. Until these questions are 
answered, or Tewksbury finds 
itself another soccer field, a girls’ 
varsity soccer team is just not 
viable at this time. 

Tewksbury’s volleyball girls 
will play their entire schedule on 
the road next fall, as the new 
TMHS gym won 't be ready until 
at least November 15. 

Sullivan is pleased with the new 
MIAA ruling that prohibits 
transfering athletes from par- 
ticipating in a sport until five 
school months have been com- 
pleted.

Unscrupulous schemes 
Every year a new scheme is 
directed at the elderly by un- 


scrupulous people. These 
schemes can be successful in 
stripping the vulnerable older 
person ofall the equity acquired 
by them over a lifetime. 

A few schemes in existence at 
present include insurance policies 
which do nothing for the older 
person but strip them of money. 
The policy is useless, the 
coverage is already included in 
Medicare; all persons over 65 
years of age receive coverage 
from the Federal government. 
Another scheme is the get rich 
quick investments offered to the 
older person. This is done by an 
offer to invest funds in useless 
stocks, bonds, etc 

Now with inflation increasing 
rapidly, prices of everything 
going beyond the reach of older 
Americans, and the purchase of a 
home taking half a lifetime, and 
great sacrifice, no one can afford 
to lose money through misun- 
derstanding. 

The Council has been informed 
that persons are now approaching 
older Americans with a “Good 
Samaritan” way to help. He or 
she will agree to pay all fuel, 
repair and tax bills in return for 
the older person's signing the 
home over. Many of these 
‘rightened older people are in 


their 70's and 80's. The offer 
seems like a good way to remain 
in their own homes. It is im- 
portant to understand that once 
the paper is signed, the older 
American no longer owns his or 
her house and if they died within 
even a month of signing, the 
property would pass into the 
hands of the new benefactor, not 
the heirs of the original owner.

things.” She wound up as Assistant 
Floor Lady. She laughs and relates, 
“My boss was always saying, ‘I'll 
make something of you yet.’ When 
he was away on business, he asked 
wwe to take over the shop. 

When she was 22 years old, in 1929, 
Blanche married Russell Crocker 
who was the same age’ Of that 
union, she says, “We were happily 
wed for 46 years. We just had no 
children, but we loved and cared for 
other peoples’ children all the time. 

‘They lived in a rented apartment 
in Medford. When she wasn't 
working at the optical company, she 
was “fixing up" their home. Russ 
worked for a shipping company 

“Two years later we moved to 
Wilmington. My mother had bought 
a cottage there. We lived in it. Wind 
blew through that place like there 
were no walls!"” She laughs. 

A couple of cold winters later, 
Russ and Blanche bought their first 
house in Wilmington. “It only had 
three rooms but it was located on a 
beautiful piece of land 

When the company Blanche 
worked for moved out of state, she 
knew it was a sign she was supposed 


to stay home and “work” on their 
home. 
‘1 got busy making im 


provements. | mended and painted 
If 1 saw a loose shingle on the roof, 1 
just climbed a ladder and mended 
it."" Nobody ever taught her how 
Because there was so much land 
‘out back” and because she had 
never really had a chance at 
childhood, Blanche made a park in 
the backyard “and I had all the 
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things I'd never had as a child."’ She 
considered herself an above average 
carpenter, too. “So 1 made us an 
outside toilet. When we had a party 

it sure came in handy."’ She installed 
the swings. the horseshoe stakes. 
built a fireplace — “made a nice 
grill with cement blocks" — “found 
a piece of canvass and made a real 
nice hammock 

Blanche says, “I was home and 
had to keep busy. Russ was working 
at that time for a chemical com 
pany, in the shipping department 
After work. he played semi-pro ball 
He belonged to many leagues over 
the years. Why, he had enough 
uniforms to start his own league 

‘There was an old goat shed on the 
property, that previous owners left 
Blanche painted it to match the 
house. Though she didn't get a goat 
“Russ came home one night with an 
old horse, one to old to work. It was 
an old milkman’s horse and it had 
sore feet, All his life Russ loved 
horses. Now he had his first one 

When we'd paid for the house 
Russ said he wanted a farm. So we 
sold the house and moved to 
Atkinson, New Hampshire. There 
we bought a 14 acre farm. 

She tells the story: “Our house 
was beautiful. We had six rooms. Of 
course we took Russ’s horse with us 
but the first thing Russ did was sell 
it. But we bought two Canadian 
Chunks to work the farm. Then one 
by one, at first, we bought up 28 head 
of cattle! We spilled over and had to 
supply milk to the next farm in 
exchange for space in our neighbor's 
barn. 
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We had a pig. Fattened it-up and 
late fall slaughtered it for 
we did that every year. 

we had lovely gardens. It 
domestic bliss. I. canned 
everything. ..then one day I posed a 
question to Russ, ‘Do we have to 
work this hard to survive? 

Because Russ had a bad back. | 
wound up in the hay field at haying 
time in 92 degree temperature. He'd 
pitch the hay up to me and J stomped 
it down in the hay wagon. Using

Meanwhile, the clerk in the liquor 
store, which had recently reopened 
after being closed down for the 
second time by the town of Methuen 
for selling alcoholic beverages to 
minors and subsequently instituted 
a get-tough policy with teenagers 
who tried to pass phony IDs, wrote 
down the registration number of 
Mark’s car and called the police 

Mark went back inside to explain 
where his liense was. As he did the 
police arrived. One of the officers 


examined the phony driver's 
license. He happened to know of 
Mark’s older brother, and noted 


“This isn’t his picture, so this isn’t 
your license. 

Before Mark could explain what 
had happened, the officer placed 
him under arrest, charging him with 
attempting to purchase alcoholic 
beverages with a phony ID before 
reading him his rights.

Vehicular 
homicide in this state is only a 
misdemeanor 
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Mark didn’t really mean that he 
wishes he'd been charged with 
vehicular homicide instead of 
passing a phony driver's license, but 
he is obviously very frustrated over 
the possibility of going to jail for a 
common, victimless crime, while 
drivers convicted with the more 
serious charge very seldom see a 
day in jail 

Mark is also concerned about his 


brother. I'm really concerned 
about what this will do to him," he 
said 

According to the clerk of court at 


Lawrence District Court, Mark, if 
found guilty, will most likely get a 
year's probation, lose his driver's 
license for a year, and be slapped 
with a hefty fine. 

Mark, who. works for the 99 
Restaurant and Pub as a bartender, 
pointed out to police that the 
problem of passing phony driver's 
licenses is widespread. 

‘I see countless fake IDs, 
said 

Mark admitted that he used the 
phony ID at one time, but now that 
he is of legal age, there's no need for 
it. This fact alone is the basis of 
Mark's belief that the charges 
against him are ridiculous and a 
waste of the taxpayers’ money and 
time. 

“I'm going to plead my case on the 

grounds of stupidity,”” he indicated 
“After all, what twenty-two-year-old 
guy would deliberately use a forged 
Ip?’ 
Mark hopes that his case will be 
aughed out of court." Most likely, 
he feels, he is going to be, made an 
example, so that teenagers who are 
contemplating using a phony 
driver's license to buy alcohol will 
think twice. 

Mark believes that making an 
example of him won't cure the 
problem. One suggestion that will is 
to make it more difficult for a 
teenager to go to the registry to 
obtain a duplicate license with 
someone else's birthdate on it 
As for Mark, the possible con- 
sequences of his predicament are 
bleak. “You know, being in jail 
pretty scary," Mark related, “I Kept 
thinking that what was going to 
happen to me would be like what 
happened to that kid who went to jail 
for a broken tail light in the movie 
‘And Justice For All.” 1 kept 
saying, this ist, I'm going.” 

In “And Justice For All," Al 
Pacino tried to point out how easy it 
is for the legal system to get bogged 
down with ludicrous cases, thus 
often allowing serious cases to get 
lost in the shuffle. Mark feels his 
case hardly warrants tying up the 
state's money and court time 

‘The reality of this case is, a decent 
young guy who no more deserves to 
go to jail than the kid who gets 
wht sneaking a beer could end up 
paying a heavier price than the guy 
who commits vehicular homicide 
while drunk.

Mark 
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Opryland ready for World's Fair 


Although the emphasis of the 120- 
acre Opryland U.S.A. theme park is 
music, fully 10 acres of it are 
devoted to a white-water rafting 
adventure called the Grizzly River 
Rampage. At a cost of almost $5 
million, this raging river is the most 
expensive as well as the largest 
expansion ever made to the park 
‘The Grizzly is a birthday present of 
sorts from Opryland’s 10th birthday 
celebration season in 1981 

Construction on the Grizzly began 
as the 1980 season was ending, and it 
took eight months to complete 
Although the adventure opened 
during the 1981 season, 1,182,945 
park visitors challenged it that year 

Conquering the Grizzly resembles 
tackling a white-water river in the 
Great Smoky Mountains of east 
‘Tennessee. Riders leave a loading 
station in 12-passenger rafts that are 
carried freely in the roaring current. 
‘The circular rafts travel through a 
270-foot cave, spin in the current, 
bounce off obstacles and shoot 
through various rapids. At one point 


the rafts skitter past a crasming 
waterfall on the way back to the 
originating point 

‘The speed of each raft varies with 
its location on the route — fast 
through the rapids and more slowly 
on stretches of open water. With the 
rafts’ guided entirely by the ever. 


is more than a fifth of a mile 


long. 

For operation, 
requires 3,000,000 gallons of water 
that evaporate at a daily rate of 
33,000 gallons. Two huge pumps 


the adventure 


circulate 176,000 gallons of that 
water each minute. The water is 
provided by a well 147 feet deep that 
Supplies 2,000 gallons of water per 
minute 

To supply the water for the 
Grizzly, geologists relied on 
photographs from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad. 
ministration to determine where to 
dig a well, These photographs 
revealed that two bands of 


vegetation pointed to underground 
water on Opryland property. The 
construction crew uncovered two 
caves with crossing streams in an 
area just 10 feet from the Grizzly 

Some of the rocks along the man. 
made river are natural, but the 
artificial portion of the rocks were 
constructed by a California firm 
‘These rocks are built by connecting 
metal rods to form a frame in the 
appropriate shape. Chicken. wire 
and a wire screening is laid over the 
frame before it is sprayed with a 
mixture of concrete and sand. The 
next step is to spray a soft plaster 
over the concrete mixture before 
covering it with aluminum foil for 
texture. The foil then is removed, 
and the cracks and crevices are 
carved into the plaster before it is 
painted 

Design of the Grizzly is by In 
tamin, Inc., a firm with in 
ternational headquarters in “Bern, 
Switzerland. The rafts, which were 
built in West Germany, are fitted 
with passenger seats manufactured 


in Sweden — seats similar to those 
found in the Volvo automobile 

Other than the Grizzly River 
Rampage, highlights of the Grizzly 
River Country area of the park in- 
clude the gun collection of Grand Ole 
Opry star Roy Acuff and a 
restaurant called the Grizzly River 
Kitchen. The restaurant's menu 
features hand-packed picnic lunches 
and submarine sandwiches. 

The Grizzly River Rampage is one 
of 20 rides and adventures awaiting 
visitors to Opryland during the 
park's 11th season of operation. The 
1962 season calls for spring weekend 
operation (Saturdays and Sundays) 
from March 27-May 30, daily 
operation from May 3i-Sept. 6 and 
autumn weekend operation from 
Sept. 11-Oct. 31. As a spring bonus, 
Opryland also will 9 open on 
Fridays in May. (For more in:

College location not crime factor 


The location of a college or 
university has no apparent influence 
on, campus crime rates, although it 
may have an effect on the types of 
crimes reported 


This is the finding of a newly 
released study by researchers at 
Northeastern University’s Center 
for Urban and Regional Economic 
Studies. 
ames Fox, criminal justice 
assistant professor, and Daryl 
Hellman, economics professor 
examined campus crime data and 
the socio-economic, scholastic and 
structural features of 222 schools 
across the country, They also looked

at crime rates and characteristics of 
the communities in which the 
schools are located 

"We found that urban campuses 
do not have higher crime rates than 
suburban or rural campuses," said 
Fox. “College campuses are 
perhaps isolated entities whose 
crime problems exist as functions of 
internal attributes of the campuses, 


rather than external features of the 
communities surrounding them." 
Crime rates for each campus were 


calculated by taking the, ratio of 
crimes to the enrollment. “The 
included statistics on the personal 
crimes of murder, forcible rape. 
robbery and aggravated assault, as 
well as the property crimes’ of 


burglary, larceny, and auto theft. 

Although school location does not 
affect the crime rate, other factors 
do, Fox said. “Tuition costs, the 
number of students living on cam: 
pus, the number of campus police 
officers, the age of the campus, the 
buildings per acre, and the type of 
academic calendar used by the 
school all affect the number of 
reported crimes on campus," he 
said

incidents per 1,000 students in 1980.

Because their pets are naturally 
so clean and fastidious, many cat 
owners mistakenly assume that 
their animals do not need any help 
when it comes to grooming. Whether 
it's an outdoor or indoor pet, your 
cat needs a daily brushing’ for 
comfort, cleanliness and health 


Just a few minutes a day devoted 
to the grooming routine will help 
keep the cat hair off the furniture 
and rugs and prevent skin problems 
and pests such as fleas, A daily 
brushing will also prevent your cat 
from swallowing hairballs when it 
Brooms itself with its tongue, a 
problem that frequently causes 
digestive upsets in cats. It’s best to 
begin grooming regularly at an 
early age so that the brushing 
becomes an accepted part of the 
growing cat's regular routine.

a lemon?

You can cancel your sales con- 
tract and get a full refund if: the car 
fails to pass an official inspection 
test within seven days from the date 
of sale, and the estimated cost of 
safety-related repairs exceeds ten 
percent of the purchase price. You 
must obtain a written notice of these 
facts, including an explanation of 
why the car failed inspection and it 
must be signed by an authorized 
inspection agent. Next, you must 
inform the seller in writing, by 


certified mail, that you intend to 
void the contract under 
Massachusetts General Laws, 


Chapter 90, Section 7N. Now, you 
must deliver the car to the seller 
‘This may not be as easy as it seems, 
if the car has to be towed. In that 
case, you pay the towing charges. If 
you do this within ten days from the 
date of sale, you are entitled to a full 
refund, under the state’s Lemon Aid 
Law

She wound up in the hospital 
“Russ worked until his feet almost 
dropped off.

During those years they had 
purchased a summer cottage in 
Chase's Grove in Derry, N.H. “W 
could only use it on Sunday 
Blanche Crocker says. ““And there 
were weekends we worked too.”

For the readers, who are faced 
with the question “What do you do 
with a newspaper?” I have a 
solution. 

‘Try a newspaper (black-ink pages 
only) mulch in your garden, 

Newsprint (75 percent ground 
pulpwood and 25 percent purified 
fiber) is so rich in carbohydrate 
energy that it has been successfully 
fed to cattle. Black newspaper ink. 
according to the National 
Association of Printing Ink 
Manufacturers, is made from 
carbon black and mineral oil 
(Colored inks contain some lead and 
should not be used in the garden 

Simply. nothing in your discarded 
black-page newspaper can harm the 
microbial life in the soil. On the 
other hand, the fungi, bacteria, and 
earthworms will slowly digest the 
mulch, thus releasing to your plants 
all the energy that went into 
producing the original wood. One 
other tip, however, tear the pages 
into long thin ribbons, so they can be 
placed around the plants to resist 
the wind

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Looking for a private space of your own 


By JANE ANDERSON 


Virginia Woolf had one, Picasso 
had several, and Charlotte Bronte 
wished she'd had one. Many of us at 
one time or another probably have 
envisioned it: a private work space 
in the home. 

Artists are longtime pioneers of 
home work areas. Today, people in 
many fields are warming to the idea 
A home studio, workshop, or office. 
whether for a full-time vocation or 
for a hobby or craft pursued after 
hours, has its rewards. It not only 
helps to solidify commitment to a 
long-term goal, but also makes it 
easier to settle down to the project at 
hand. 

Perhaps not everyone can have 
the “room of one's own'' recom: 
mended by Virginia Woolf. But even 
the smallest studio apartment can 
yield at least a corner for creative 
work 

Choosing the right location for a 
home study or studio may take some 
thought and experimentation 
especially when space is tight or 
several alternatives are available 
In many cases, personal priorities 


must be weighed against family 
needs 

Joan Wortis, a weaver in New 
Hope, Pa., says her working area 
“grew like Topsy.” At first her 
working space occupied one small 
room and half of a larger room that 
also served as: the family living 
room. But this was not the most 
efficient arrangement for either her 
family or her work, so s n 
tually consolidated her operations in 
the larger room. The small room is 
used exclusively as a living room. 

Since no one has to walk through 
the studio to get to any other rooms 
in the house, it can be closed off as a 
separate work space. Mrs. Wortis is 
usually at one of her three looms by 
8:30 in the morning. She works there 
until 5:30 and is usually back in the 
studio for a couple of hours in the 
evening. With the help of an 
assistant who comes in three times a 
week, Mrs. Wortis designs and 
weaves blankets and garments that 
are sold both wholesale and retail 
and at major craft fairs. 

Mrs. Wortis says that with the 
workroom so close at hand, she 
never “gets away" {rom it: ‘There

is always something to be done. 
But despite the demands of her 
work, her home studio allows her to 
be a part of family life and available 
when her husband or two teen-a 
need her 

“Family members are welcome to 
come in to the studio, but I am 
disciplined about my time and they 
respect that,” she says. 

Pamela Painter, a published 
author and short-story writer, has a 
similar kind of discipline. When her 
husband leaves for work, she heads 
for her home office in their Boston 
town-house apartment 

Situated partially below street 
level, her study is quiet and private. 
Shelves and a desk area are the 
main features in the narrow room. 
which has a window at one end 
Woven floor rugs, random notes 
dotting the walls, a small sofa, and 
various baskets on the floor and 
shelves give it a comfortable feeling 

Ms. Painter prefers the privacy of 
her office to her husband's study 
upstairs, which provides the only 
access to an outside deck. “He feels 
he has to tidy it up when guests go 
through,” she explains. “I like to 
have everything out. | wouldn't want 
to have to keep it neat 

Being organized does not 
necessarily mean being neat. Her 
challenge was to develop a system 
that enables her to find what she 
wants when she wants it 

Ms. Painter has several projects 
going at once and likes to keep easy 
access to her various notebooks. an 
anthology of short stories, un 
finished book manuscripts. and 
paper work for her editing ant 
teaching responsibilities 

Instead of using drawers, her 
solution to the piles on her desk 
(where nothing ever surfaces”) is 
a system of shallow, open shelves 
where each project is visible. 
separate, and immediately ac 
cessible without moving anything 
else. She says this system has been a 

‘monumental’’ change and 
recommends it to anyone who has to 
deal with a lot of paper 

Ms. Painter uses an L-shaped 
arrangement of two simple wooden 
tables for her desk area. There is 
room for a typewriter, lamp. a 


writing surface. and another set of 
open shelves, where she keeps 
personal correspondence and bills in 
wire baskets 

‘People don't have to buy an 
expensive desk,” she says 

At first, Ms. Painter 
regular four-legged chair. But she 
developed a “built-in wince" every 
time she had to make the quarter 
turn from her writing table to the 
typewriter 

I didn't know what was driving 
me crazy. | had never worked in an 
office so I didn't know about swivel 
chairs."’She discovered the swivel 
chair idea whjl reading Stephan 
Winston's book Getting 
Organized, along with several 
other ideas she says “changed my 
work life. 

An efficient and inviting work 
space can be just as helpful for 
someone with a serious endeavor 
outside a regular job.

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Green plants may 


provide fuel 


for cars of future 


Gas station attendants of the 
future may be asking automobile 
drivers whether they want to fill up 
with regular, unleaded or “leafy 
varieties of 

brand would come 
from certain kinds of plants and 
trees — the as-yet-untapped sources 
of petroleum-like substances 
described in the current issue of 
Ranger Rick's Nature Magazine, the 
National Wildlife Federation's 
monthly publication for children. 
Preliminary research, says Ranger 
Rick, suggests that at least 30 dif 
ferent plants could someday be 
farmed for hydrocarbons the 
organic compounds found in crude 
oi] but also manufactured by nature 
in certain plants. 

On such source of “green gold’” is 
the copaiba tree, found mostly in 
tropical forests, Its sap, almost the 
same composition as diesel fuel, can 
be taken directly from the tree and 
used to make diesel engines run. One 
acre of these trees could provide 
1,000 gallons of fuel a year, ac 
cording to scientists who are 
working to grow copaiba trees 
outside of their native tropical rain 
forests so that their sap can be 
harvested more easily and ef 
ficiently 

The desert plant “gopherweed 
may be another potential source of 
fuel, one that could produce up to 10

MORE RESISTANCE TO 
EMPLOYEE RELOCATION 
While there have always beer 
problems in moving officials and 
plant workers to new localities 
these appear to have become 
definitely more pronounced over the 
past year or'so. Family resistance to 
geographical transfers has, in fact. 
become a major headache for a 
substantial number of companies. 
according to a recent survey by the 
Employee Relocation Council in 
Washington, D.C. This study 
showed, in fact, that some 75 percent 
of the firms poled had met at least 
some opposition on the part of the 
workers asked to relocate 
One significant cause of 
reluctance to move is the trend of 
interest rates and mortgage costs. 
making it difficult in a great many 
instances to find suitable quarters 
within an affordable range in a new 
area. Some companies have made 


such 


arrangements for bank loans at a 
more reasonable interest rate for 
transferred workers, while others 
have offered lump sums from their 
own treasuries to be used in down 
payments. The Relocation Council 
survey indicates that most com: 
panies are at present laying out an 
average of $30,000 per worker when 
moves become necessary. Though 
much of that sum goes toward the 
geographical relocation itself — the 
moving — quite often some of it is 
used to make up the spread in 
housing costs that may well offset 
financial gains made possible by the

Emory Morseberger. owner of 
Fort Knox Safe Depository. in 
Atlanta, describes the general 
procedure for entering his vault 
area 

“You are met at the door by an 
armed Wells Fargo guard. He 
verifies your identity With a photo 
we would have on file. He takes your 
signature and matches it to one on 
file. Then he escorts you to your safe 
deposit box under the watchful eye 
of closed-circuit TV cameras. And 
you have to have your own renters 
key. So you would be identified on 
those three things. There's a fourth 
method of identification that in 
volves a code word system 
Something like, what's the middie 
name of your wife's mothers's 
father." 

“Total privacy” is one of the 
advantages vault companies claim 
Banking regulations do not extend to 
private vault operations 
stored in private vaults cannot be 
sealed off by the Internal Revenue 
Service when a person passes on, 
which is the case with banks. And 
unlike banks, some vault operations 
offer numbered accounts (John Doe 
accounts) 

Convenience is another selling 
point touted by security vault 
operators. “My youngest customer 
is a 15-year-old coin collector,” 
relates Frank Campbell, owner of 
One Safe Place, in Dallas. “He told

“And in light of this giant safe 
deposit expansion, new banks are 
building modular vaults. So when 
they fill up the vault with safe 
deposit boxes they can take out the 
rear modular panel and add another 
10 or 15 feet," Rosberg explains. 

One of the goals of the association, 
according to president Rick 
Drummond, is to set up standards 
for the industry.
